THE SHIPS ARE OURS. 


Report of Purchase of Brazilian 


Ships is Verified. 
Spanish 


Squadron Sails. 


Washington, March 14.—The reported 


sale to the United States of the two 
Brazilian cruisers, Amazonas and Ad- 
miral Brou, which are now receiving 
their finishing touches in an English 
shipyard, was confirmed here this aftej- 
noon. It is learned also that Spain has 
not secured the O'Higgins and that Chili 
will not sell her to Spain. It is said 
inrthermore that Spain has not and can- 
not purchase ships from either Chili or 
tHe Argentine Republic. 


A dispatch from London says that the 


contract is to be signed today and Bra- 
zilian officers and crews now on board 
will return to Brazil by next mail steamer. 


It is said that a crew of American 


sailors will leave-for^JLcmdon at once to 
man the two ships. 


Spanish Squadron Sails. 


Lisbon, March 14,—The United States 


warships Helena and Bancroft sailed to- 
day; going in southeasterly directions. 


The Spanish squadron has sailed from 


Cadiz. It is understood they are going to 
Porto Rico where they will await order8 
ofCapt. General Blanco. The departure 
of the United States warships may 
possibly be connected with the simul- 
taneous departure of the Spanish squad- 
ron. Rumors have it that they may fol- 
low the Spanish ships across the Atlantic- 
Great crowds gathered to bid farewell to 
the Spanish ships. 


The Brooklyn at Tor tress Monroe. 
Washington, Marce 14.—The big ar- 


mored cruiser Brooklyn arrived at For- 
tress Monroe this morning direct from 
La Qusyea, Venezuela. Sfeo made a fine 
run up, and it is expected that she will 
aw'-it at Hampton Roads the arrival of 
the Minneapolis and Columbia, which are 
jnst fitting out at Philadelphia. This 
force will form an excellent nencleus for 
the projected "Flying squadron" in case 
the navy department decides to form one. 


Activity Un the Coast. 
^/ 


New York, March 14.—The 300 artillery 


men ordered to Sandy Hook were trans- 
ferred to that p^int today and prepara- 
tions will be commenced early at Forts 
Hamilton and Wadaworth. From each 
of these forts two batteries were sent to 
Sandy Hook, under the direction of the 
army engineers. 
Hundreds of soldier3 


and workmen are busy mounting guns, 
building ramparts and laying other de- 
fenses at the Hook. Not sinoe the war 
has such activity been seen there. There 
was no cessaction of activity even on Sun- 
day. 
A train of 21 cars each loaded with 


a 12-inch steel mortar from the Water- 
ville, Ot., arsenal is lying on a siding near 
the fortifications. 


•Will Not JProvoke War. 


Madrid, -March 14.—The view held in 


official circles is that Spain tvill not pro- 
voke a war, because if she did, she would 
find herself isolated; but if America 
gives the provocation, Spain will not 
be alone in the struggle. 
The general 


opinion is that in the event of war Spain 
will not need to attack American ter- 
ritory; it will suffice heir to pursue a 
w*r of privateering. 
As American 


commerce is seven-fold greater than 
Spain's, American interests would suf- 
fer most. War would be madness, ben- 
efltting neither nation, and good sensa 
therefore counsels peace. 


The Spanish torpedo squadron has not 


yet left Cadiz. 
• 


The Impartial says: 
"The govern- 


ment is momentarily expecting to receive 
the report of the Spanish commission, 
which, it is understood, will maintain 
that the Maine explosion was aeciden* 
tal. 
Although the American commis- 


sion gives another explanation, the govj 
ernment will energetically -uphold the 
Spanish report." 


Court Sat Sunday. 


Havana, March 14.—The court of in- 


quiry did a good deal of work Sunday, 
examining Ensign Powelson and such 
divers of the wrecking company as have 
been investigating the wreck. It is said 
that these divers have been released 
frgm further work of this kind and in- 
structed to pursue their labors under 
the wrecking contract. 
The court will 


have the services of the naval divers as 
heretofore, and. if -necessary, can call 


'S»\ 


again upon the civilian.'afters. 
It is 


thought that the court will close its 
labors here during the week and will 
probably re-examine some survivors of 
the Maine at Key West. 
This rumcr, 


however, is not officially verified, the 
members of the court insisting that they 
can fix no date for the conclusion of its 
eeasloiis or their departure from Havana. 


Ready to Churn Water. 


Philadelphia, Pa,, March 14.—The Ml- 


antonomah, Katahdin, Minneapolis and 
Columbia will be ready to sail within a 
flay or two, if so ordered, ani whatever 
additional repairs may be necessary can 
be attended to en route. All of the war- 
ships are coaled and have their stores 
aboard, and about all that remains to 
fee done Is to replenish the stock of am- 
munition. This wiU be done at the gov- 
ernment magazine. All the vessels will 
then be ready for sailing at a moment's 
notice. 


Safeguards at Portsmouth. 


Portsmouth, N. H., March 14.—Plans 


for the placing of submarine mines for 
Portsmouth harbor have been mapped 
out, and a large force of men was 
actively at work near the fortifications 
Sunday. 
It is claimed that the mines 


will be of little use owing to the great 
depth of water In the river, there be- 
ing over 10 ftlhoms in the channel from 
the entrance at Newcastle to within a 
short distance of the navy yard. 


Hundreds of men have visited the 


navy yard during the past week to en- 
list, but as there is no enlistment bu- 
reau here, m*ny valuable men have been 
lost to the liavy. 
A request will be 


forwarded at once to the department for 
the establishment of such a station for 
the enlistment of men from Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont. 


Vle-Hfs of Weyler. 


Madrid, March 14.—To an interviewer 


General Weyler said: "The present at- 
titude of most of otir deputies Is that 
they don't favor War. Itiey do favor 
preparation for It, but its declaration 
must come frdm the United States. 
Spain is not so poor as m6st of the world 
thinks. When war money was called 
for in '96 everybody from the qusen 
regent to the beggar contributed so 
generously that only one-third was ac- 
^epted. We can repeat this. 


"I have been accused of cruelty in my 


military methods. I say it is more' hu- 
mane to take effectual measures to finish 
war than to have the agony prolonged 
by milder measures." 


Corpoial Tanner Talks of War. 


Boston, March 14.—Corporal James 


Tanner, ex-commissioner of pensions, is 
confident that the United States and 
Spain are to come to blows. 
"Spam," 


he sald^Js in a hopeless condition. Her- 
people are passionate. She realizes that 
she cannot hold Cuba, but if the gov- 
ernment should sit down supinely, with- 
out trying to demonstrate the fact, the 
people would overthrow the government, 
and the royal family would cease to hold 
power. For this reason I believe that 
Spain will deliberately court a fight 
with the United States. 


"There is one phase of the whole mat- 


ter which strikee the old soldiers very 
forcibly. 
A few years ago there was 


not enough type in the newspaper offi- 
ces to set up the articles defaming old 
toldiers and decrying the expense of 
pensions. 
Today, with the immediate 


prospect Of war, my observation is that 
not a line is printed about the cost of 
pensions or against the character of old 
soldiers. A good deal has been said, too, 
about the unfortunate fate 6f the treas- 
ury, due to the fact that the pensions 
of old soldiers would be continued to 
their widows. 
Today there is nothing 


said about this, nor has there been a 
word gince the sailors on the Maine were 
done to death—many of them married 
men." 


An Extension of Time. 


London, March 14.—The Madrid cor- 


respondent of The Morning Post says: 
"I am able to assert on the best au- 
thority that United States Minister 
SVoodforfl originally intimated that tha 
United States hoped and expected that 
Spain would re-establish peace In Cuba 
before Marcft 1 of this year. Eecently, 
in response to Spanish representations, 
the United States extended the time 
to May 1. 
Both governments refuse 


to describe this intimation as an ulti- 
matum to Spain."

skeptical diplomatists on this point. 
IThen, and the time cannot be long de- 
layed, the Pranco-Kusslan attitude will 
change, or the war which these coun- 
tries, by their recent policy, have almost 
been invltinar, will come, 


It Is p"r6babiyYrue that English public 


opinion is more well disposed than 
American toward an Anglo-Saxon COBV- 
binatlon, but even this country is by no 
means unanimous In favor of such a 
consummation. The English view of 
the subject is not altogether selfish, for 
it is believed that the United States, with 
Its rapidly expanding foreign trade, will 
profit fully as much as England by co- 
operation in keeping open the markets of 
the world. On tha other hand, with re- 
gard to immediate policy in China, there- 
is probably some danger of retaliatory 
action by the continental powers in tha 
Spanish-American controversy against 
the United States in case the latter sup- 
ports vrreau Britain in the far east. Such 
action, no doubt, would lead Great Bri- 
tain openly to take the American side, 
but It Is impossible to estimate theoopi.

The Maine Destroyed by Something 


From Without is Conclusion 


of Senator Proctor. 


'Washington, March 14.—TTheh Senator 


S?roctor reports to the president the re- 
sults of his trip to Cuba, he will Inform 
Mr. McKiriley that the Maine was blown 
Jjp by a mine or a torpedo. 
The sen- 


ator and his friend, C61onel M. M. Parker 
of this city, returned last night. 


From a two hours' conversation with 


these gentlemen on th« train between 
Culpepper. Va,, and Washington, it can 
be stated that the following conclusion^ 
have been reached aa the result of their 
tour of investigation: 


First—The Maine was undoubtedly 


blown up by an outside explosion. 
It 


is not believed, however, that the de- 
struction of the vessel and ths sacrifice 
of her crew were due to any act over 
which the Spanish government had any; 
control. 


Second—The so-called plan of auton- 


omy, 
inaugurated under oCaptaln Gen- 


eral Blanco,, has proved a failure. 


Third—THe reports of the intense suf- 


fering arrtong the reconcentrados and 
the great mortality among them, have 
not been exaggerated, though theite is 
less now than formerly, the conditions 
having been somewhat improved undejC 
Blanco. 


Fourth—There Is no impending crisis 


In Cuba. The existing conditions, grow- 
ing gradually worse, may. continue in- 
definitely. 
The early settlement of the 


Cuban question rests with Madrid and 
Washington. 


Fifth—T5be authority exercised by the 


Spanish in the island is purely military 
control. 
TTie Insurgsnts are still in- 


trenched in the provinces of Puerto 
Principe aad Santiago, and roam gen- 
erally over the island. 


Sixth—Should Cuba ever pass under 


the control of the United States there is 
no doubt oL its availability as a resi- 
dence for American citizens.

Bedford Strikers, 


of Battle Opens 


With No Settlement. 


Why 
foliations 
Over Weavers' Fines Came 
to Naught. 


New Bedford, Mass., March 14.—Today 


Witnessed the beginning of the ninth 
week of the strike in this city. The com- 
munity, the tradesmen, the mill men and 
the strikers are all depressed. And 
there seems no ray of hope for anything 
better. While Biddef ord, Taunton, Fall 
River and the other places have seen 
their strikes ended. New Bedford, which 
undertook the battle for all New Eng- 
land, still battles on. The strikers are 
now to settle down to real destitution. 
Heretofore, they have had the support 
of their unions, the support of the podr 
department of city and state, the soup 
houses have fed thousands dally through 
public generosity and charitable socie- 
ties have lent a hand. Now the Weav- 
ers' and Loom Fixers' unions are almost 
devoid of funds, and the spinners alone 
have money. 


Many strikers depend upon the soup 


houses for daily food. 
With a change 


in sympathy exhibited by the public 
towards the Strikers, the dbnations of 
supplies t6 enable these houses to fur- 
nish food-free continue t6 decrease, and 
the managers fear they will have to dis- 
continue the , distribution. 
The cause 


of this step is attributed directly to the 
action of ths weavers. Nearly 8000 par- 
song r^ceivfe assistance daily from the 
three sbutn-end houses and With a shut- 
off of these places there is bound to be 
great Buffering. 


There has been so much talk adverse 


to the weavers on account of the failure 
to reach an agreement on the fines ques- 
tion that President Cunnane was Im- 
pelled to prepare & public statement, 
In which he says: "The impresslbn 
appears to have gone abroad that the 
weavers took an unwise course in re- 
jecting the propositions drawn up by me 
as a solution of the fining system, inas- 
much as it afterwards transpired that 
the treasurers wet* refcdy to accept them 
in a slightly modified form. In the first 
place 1 wish It clearly it> be understood 
that I believe the weVvera are toord 
'capable 6f understanding their own 
business—In knowing what is good and 
what is bad for them—than can any 
similar number of other persons who are 
not weavers; and In the second place I 
wish It to be clearly understood that 
there is no similarity between my 
propositions (which the mill treasure!* 
would not accept) and the propositions 
submitted by the treasurers. 


"In plain English the propositions of 


the manufacturers were a continuation 
of the present system, only more so, for, 
assuming that a weaver considered him- 
self unjustly .dealt with and attempted 
to recover in a court of law, clauses one 
and two, which'make the overseer the 
sole Judge, would prevent (unless it was 
the first time) the weaver from recover- 
ing." 


Mr. Cunnane said Sunday regarding 


the strike f und: "The total for the week 
is 12345.6?, as compared with $2614.88 for 
the preceding week, a decrease of $269.21.

Washington, March 14.—President Mc-

sibilitles ahead of him, and regards the 
situation as critical, but he said in priv- 
ate conversation that he expected to 
make an amicable settlement, and that it 
was not true that he had said that he 
regarded peace as "very remote," or war 
as almost certain. President McKinley, 
and he is the administration, does not 
Want war.

the strikers in this city. Mr. Mills has 
never been allowed or requested to so- 
licit aid for or to represent the strikers in 
any capacity whatsoever." 


The Standard says editorially: "The 


business of the city is becoming de- 
moralized and uncertain. For the strik- 
ers, the prospect is simply more suffer- 
ing. For the rest of the town it is more 
lose. Perhaps it is ungracious t» say 
that the strike is a failure. It is not a 
Success, and in all candor and in all 
sympathy for the men who have been 
Struggling for what they hold to be their 
rights, it must bfe said that there is not 
one atom of reason t6 suppose that they 
can gain the point for -tchich they are 
Striving, even if they continue the strike 
for eight weeks more. The time has ar- 
rived when from some quarter should 
come immediate And positive steps for 
ending this strike." 


There is more trouble among the 


trades-unionists and the socialists. The 
last feature is a break in a working- 
men's club, whose members have in- 
cluded a large number of socialists, and 
In whose rooms the socialists have held 
their weekly meetings.

The Planets. 


Professor James E. Keeler of the Al- 


leghany observatory, in a lecture de- 
clared that be did not believe that 
any of the sun's satellites, except the 
earth, are inhabited, although there is 
a remote possibility in the cases of 
Venus and Mars. He said: "Nothing 
can be seen on the surface of Mercury 
and only vague markings on the surface 
of Venus. Of Venus we know nothing, 
except that it has a dense atmosphere. 
In the case of Mars the evidence is not 
yet sufficient. We may suppose that in 
time the larger planets will be fitted for 
supporting life as tho earth is now." 


YORK. March 14.— [Special ] — 


1'hough put forth with considerable can-- 
tion, it seems to be the general impression 
among moneyed nion bore that should set- 
tlement of the difficulty between the Unit- 
ed States aud Spain be effected, as has 
been suggested, by the payment of an in- 
demnity advanced hy British capitalists, 
most of the money will ooruo out of the 
strong bos of tho Rothschilds. 


This notion on the part) of financiers is 


flattering to the United States, since if it 
bu correct tho Rothschilds uro certainly 
convinced of the strength of, the United 
States as a power as well as of its impor- 
tance as an iudxistrinl and financial field. 
It is not supposed, of course, that this pay- 
ment would bo made without exacting se- 
curity from Spain, but it is fully believed, 
as was pointed out to tho writer today, 
that tho Rothschilds could much bettor af- 
ford fco pay a large indemnity out of their 
own pookets, so to speak, than to suffer 
the loss that would bo theirs in case of 
war between tho two countries. 


Spain's Debt to tho ifttthschilda. 


Nobody Snows with certainty just how 


much Spain owes the groat family of 
financiers, but if the French loan be in- 
cluded the total cannot be muoh less, ac- 
cording to the best posted bankers in this 
city, than $800,000,000. This is a truly 
stupendous sum, the real significance of 
which the human mind can hardly grasp. 
It is so great, in fact, that its loss might 
overthrow even the Bothsehilds, though 
their aggregate wealth is so enormous as 
to beggar any adjective that might be ap- 
plied to it and was estimated at §1,000,- 
000,000 years ago. 


Bearing this in mind, it is not at all dif- 


ficult to believe that the Botbsobilds aro 
today making every effort in their power 
to preyent war. Indeed, they have always 
been iinderstood to boon the side of peace, 
though always ready to lend largely to 
nations wishing to arm themselves more 
heavily, since heavy armament is the surest 
guarantee of peace. 


HadS the Rothschilds been success- 


ful in their efforts in 1870 there is no 
question whatever that peace would have 
been preserved between France and Prus- 
sia, and there is a story that just before 
the breaking out of hostilities the head of 
the Hothschilds1 Paris branch paid a long 
visit to Napoleon, during which such rep- 
resentations were made by the banker and 
such assurances given by the emperor that 
the financier went away quite light heart- 
ed and firmly convinced that the danger 
was over with. Bnt woman proved herself 
more powerful than finance on that occa- 
sion, as she often bos before and since. 
Baron Botbsohild had hardly sot clear of 
the palace before the empress had succeed- 
ed in undoing all his work and war was 
shortly declared. 


Regarding the probability of war the 


bankers of- New York are saying today as 
little as possible. They all understand as 
well as the rest of us that the destruction 
of tho Maine is only an exciting incident 
in the present situation, and that the ques- 
tion of war or peace between this country 
and Spain may not perhaps be solved by 
the payment of dollars. 


Hecraiting Going on Rapidly. 


Meanwhile the enlistment of men for the 


army is going along rapidly at the little 
reoruiting office on Third avenue in the 
borough of Manhattan, and two branch 
offices are soon to tie opened, one in Brook- 
lyn and one in Jersey City. 


Recruits for the two new artillery regi- 


ments are taken as well as for the army in 
general at theThird avenue station, but 
only those THBErior physique are accept- 
ed to handletM»big guns. An educational 
test is also applied to those who would 
join the artillery, though not a very severe 
one, the ability to read and write and tho 
knowledge of arithmetic as far as common 
and decimal fractions being the only men- 
tal attainments required. These are nec- 
essary in order that the men may be able 
to read the range tables and ths wind 
gauges and to make the mathematical cal- 
cralations requisite to the aiming of a big 
piece of ordnance. The extra physical re- 
quirements include superior eyesight and 
greater weight of body. 


•Wasn't Accepted After AIL 


Some interest was aroused a few days 


ago in the case of the Rev. Thomas A. 
Derrick, pastor of a Universalist church in 
Rochester, who offered himself at the New 
York station for enlistment. Ho said to 
the sergeant that be desired to enter tho 
artillery and wes regarded by that officer 
as a genuine acquisition to Uncle Sam's 
forces, since he not only passed the mental 
examination satisfactorily, bnt was of ex- 
cellent physique and in perfect health be- 
sides. 


The sergeant, however, mistrusted the

He thought vigorously and thorongh- 


ly, hut did not speak quickly. In reali- 
ty his hesitation -was only the result of 
his great care always to know his 
ground. His habit was before speaking 
or acting to deliberately look through, 
around and beyond every fact, state- 
ment or proposition involved and sub- 
ject it to his -wonderful powers of per- 
ception and analysis. 
This required 


time, bnt it made him successful in 
every important undertaking. While he 
thought much, he could not truthfully 
be called a great reader. He knew thor- 
oughly the -works of Coke, Blackstone, 
Stephen, Ohitty, Starkey and later 
Greenleaf'a "Evidence" and Story's 
"Equity." He gave but little time to 
searching for precedent! or studying 
what is called case law.—-James L. 
King in North American Review.

Sixty-third street and proceeded to exam- 
ine its drains. Mr. Wingate was very par- 
ticular to point out; the importance of the 
right sort of traps, and tho women wero 
Boon converted to his opinion. The ques- 
tions the women asked were remarkable 
and varied. They ranged all the way from 
queries as to the 'proper size for butlers' 
pantries to interrogations concerning the 
high price of putty in New Orleans.

Walter fVeUnma Predict* tho Speedy Set- 


tlement of Our Quarrel With Spain—The 
Influence of Spain's Bondholders Is All 
Agalart War. 


WASHINGTON, March 14.—[Special.]—It 


looks now as if an end to tho woes of poor 
Cuba might bo reached In a Tory short 
tiuiOj perhaps in 00 days. The great na- 
tions of Europe are taking a hand ia the 
affair. 
Vot openly, not by mea'is of ulti- 


matum or notes which form records, but 
by the secret and insidious and powerful 
means of diplomatic intercourse. Europe 
wants no war between Spain nnd tho 
United States. Tha reason is obvious, 
though containing many phases. The first 
and most important of these is that after 
Spain has waged war upon the United 
States, and lost, as sho surely will lose if 
she tries it, Spain will be in the throes of 
a revolution. I have heretofore pointed 
out this fact to tho readers of these dis- 
patches. It is emphasized by the attitude 
of foreign governments during *he last 
week. If Spain makes war and loses, with 
the bitterness and desperation of defeat 
will come an upheaval of the whole social 
and political fabric of that kingdom. 
More likely than not a republic will suc- 
ceed the empire, and this sort of an up- 
heaval is precisely the object lesson which 
no European nation wants to have afforded 
Its own people. 


Europe's interest in maintaining peace 


between America and Spain is keen. 
There is, in addition to the consideration 
just stated, the commercial point of view. 
No one can foresee what disarrangement 
of commerce will oomo if war breaks out. 
Besides, once let slip the dogs of war be- 
tween the United States and Spain, once 
redden the seaa with blood, and the states- 
man does not live who is f arsightod enough 
to see the outcome. 
The peace of the 


whole world might be broken. Then there 
is the money stake. 
Hundreds of millions 


of Spanish bonds are hold by bankers and 
their clients in France, England, Germany 
and other nations. 
The French are be- 


lieved to be the heaviest holders of Cuban 
securities. 
War between Spain and Amer- 


ica means virtual forfeiture of all these 
loans. Spain would not only lose Cuba, 
but she would probably go to pieces her- ' 
self. She oould not pay, and Cuba would ' 
not. 


Bankers Cry Halt. 


At the foot of every throne in Europe 


sits a banker. In every European cabinet 
great banking houses have their represent- 
atives. They are often able to formulate 
policies, they are always able to mold 
them one way or another. 
The bankers 


are againetwar, and they have issued their 
command that there must be peace. If 
Spain breaks the peace, she does so at her 
peril. She can effect no war loan. The 
bankers have gone as far as they will go. 
They will not give Spain money with 
which to ruin herself. The very best they 
could hope for in case of a disastrous Span- 
ish-American war would be a pittance of 
S or 10 cents on tho dollar. For this rea- 
son peace is imperative, unless Spain loses 
her head, unless her statesmen become so 
-wild and vicious that they are willing to 
plunge their country Into the very crater 
of bankruptcy, ruin, failure, .humiliation, 
anarchy, revolution. In the opinion of the 
best informed men here in Washington 
they will not do it. 


The best barometer of war or peace is 


the quotation of Spanish bonds in the Eu- 
ropean markets. When Spanish fours de- 
cline, the situation is growing more seri- 
ous. When they are steady, no new dan- 
gers threaten. When they are up, difficul- 
ties are disappearing. Perhaps the house 
of Rothschild has more to say about decid- 
ing the question of war or peace than 
Prime Minister Sagasta himself. The 
Eothschllds not only know what is going 
on in the most secret councils of the Mad- 
rid government, but they are able to is- 
sue their ultimatums as to what shall or 
shall not be done. Moreover, they know 
how to pull the wires that set the govern- 
ments of France and England in motion, 
and to produce diplomatic pressure upon 
Spain to keep the peace. This, according 
to information received here of an appar- 
ently trustworthy character, is precisely 
what has happened. 


I c!o not mean to say that the bankers of 


Paris and London are able absolutely to 
control tho question of war or peace,, but 
they will come very near it. An extraor- 
dinary situation, an accident, the firing of 
a gun by a hot headed officer, might bring 
on war without the desire or the intention 
of either government. But such causes 
aside, I find tho best balanced and most 
thoroughly informed public men of Wash- 
ington convinced that there will be no 
war. 


Our Policy. 


They say tho United States desires only 


that which is right and proper. It is not 
the intention of tho United States to seek 
Cuba for itself. It is not a selfish policy 
that controls this government. Wo are led 
to intervention solely for the purpose of 
saving thousands upon thousands of hu- 
man lives, to relieve the world of a plague 
spot, to rid ourselves of an annoyance that 
has become intolerable. The world looks 
on and approves. It sympathizes with our 
efforts as ft applauds the patience which 
we have shown in tho past. 
The greater 


tho crisis the more restraint is put upon 
Spain by the governments^ the old world, 
the more the bondholders, both diseotly 
and speaking through the governments 
they are able to influence, point the finger 
of warning at Spain and command her not 
to break tho peace. 


Spain is today the most harassed and 


unfortunate country on the face of the 
earth. Poor China's lot is enviable com- 
pared to hers, for the Chinese aro a people 
without the keen pride and sense of honor 
which mark the Spanish people. Yet 
Spain is falling almost as low as China 
and becoming o ward of civilization. Sho is 
virtually in chancery today, being guided 
by self appointed friends and by creditors 
who arc anxious to save her from herself. 
Sbo has not reached that state of helpless- 
ness in which tho powers openly interfere 
with her independence and seize her terri- 
tory and command hor to do this or that, 
but this stage will como if she (foes to war 
with America. She will become a derelict 
or fall in fragments. For all these reasons 
'it is pretty eufo to conclude the chances of 
war between Spain and tho United States 
uro only as two in ten, nnd that whatever 
elso happens Cuba is sure to escape from 
the clutches of Spoln. That Cuba will 
gain 
her independence, or something 


equivalent to it, is almost certainly writ- 
ten in the book of fates.

Hcnuut Uagnot*. 


Experiments made recently by scien- 


tific men in France, Bays the London 
Standard, have developed a somewhat 
curious and unexpected fact—namely, 
that certain persons posseas a magnetic 
polarity—that is, they are found to aot 
a/ter the manner of magnets, having, 
in fact, north and sooth poles. In such 
a case the individual, on being com- 
pletely undressed and placed near a sen- 
sitive galvanometer, will, when turned 
on a vertical axis, cause a deflection, 
first in one direction and then in the op- 
posite, just as a magnet will do. It is 
not assumed that all persona possess this 
polarity, but in the case of Professor 
Mnrani, an Italian, upon whom the ex- 
periment was tried, the phenomenon 
was unmistakably exhibited, it being 
found that his breast corresponded to a 
north pole and his back to a south pole.

THE LIFE OF A SOLDIER. 


Career of the Late General Wil- 


liam Starke Rosecrans. 


A MAH OF HISTOBIO DEED! 


fcatline of the Fart He Played In the Civil 


War—His Popularity With His Soldier*, 
Who Called Him "Old Ro«y"—The Dig. 


| 
aster of Chlefcamaaga— Civil Life.

| 
Another of the great leaders In the war 


for the Union is gone, William Starke 
Rosecrans, after serving 18 yeare in the 
Federal army in almost every position from 
second lieutenant to major general, and 
after filling many civil offices with ability 
and great success, has gone to join the ma- 
jority of the heroes of the memorable con- 
test for the Union. He was born in King- 
ston, 0., Sept. C, 1819, was graduated from 
West Point in 1842, served 19 years and then 


| engaged in business as architect and civil 
' engineer till the great war began. All the 
rest is American history. 


It Is, however, a history that Americans 


will gladly read in detail again and again, 
and it may be said without invidious dis- 
tinction that even in death General Rose- 
crans will probably be the subject of more 
searching inquiry, and even of criticism, 
than any other hero of the civil war, for 
owing to a curious combination Of circum- 
stances he was during all the years after 
1863 engaged in more and more heated per- 
sonal controversies than any other. It was 
his misfortune to command at Chickaman- 
ga, where success was practically impossi- 
ble to the Federals, and his greater mis- 
fortune that he was later compelled to de- 
fend himself against alleged charges by 
men who had died. The painful result has 
been that although General Rosecrans com- 
manded in four of the great battles of the 
war and won brilliant viqtories in three of 
them, yet many of the badly instructed have 
been led to think of him as a partial fail- 
tire. Yet his soldiers were devoted to him, 
and their pet name of "Old Rosy" indicates 
a sentiment Among the veterans which will 
soon disperse the clouds about his fame. 


Before the War. 


When he entered West Point In 1837, his 


class numbered 113, but had dwindled, to 56 
when he graduated-high in his class in June, 
1842. Upon learing the academy he entered 
the engineer corps as second lieutenant and 
was ordered to Fortress Monroe, where he 
remained until Angust, 1843. Before leav-

ing the fortress he-had been promoted to a 
first lientenantcy and was then made as- 
sistant professor in the engineering depart- 
ment at West Point, and afterward was 
detailed as assistant pfofessOr of philoso- 
phy, first assistant professor of engineering, 
post commissary and quartermaster, etc. 


In August, 1847, Lieutenant Rosecrans 


relieved the engineer in charge of the New- 
port (R. L) harbor fortifications and re- 
mained in charge for five years. In 1SS8 h» 
surveyed Taunton and New Bedford harbor 
with a view to permanent improvements. 
In 1853 he was assigned to dufcy as con- 
structing engineer at the Washington navj 
yard, where he made many improvements 
and elaborated $tans for others, when, his 
health failing him, he asked for a leave of 
absence, which was finally grudgingly al- 
lowed by Jefferson Davis, then secretary of 
war But Rosecrans was finally obliged to 
resign his commission because of his con- 
tinued ill health on the 1st of April, 1854. 


He located in Cincinnati and was in torn 


architect, civil engineer, agent of a coal 
mining company, president ef a navigation 
company arid refiner of coal oil. And after 
having recovered his health and become 
very robust he was, while experimenting 
with the oil, BO terribly burned that he nar- 
rowly escaped death and was disabled lor 
18 months. He had barely recovered when 
the civil war began. 


Early Campaigns. 


The first service rendered in the cavil wot 


by Rosecrans was in drilling recruits. It 
was not long, however, before he was com- 
missioned as chief engineer of Ohio, with 
the rank of colonel, but preferred Active 
service and was made colonel of the Twen- 
ty-third Ohio volunteers. Three days after- 
ward he received a commission as brigadier 
general and was immediately ordered to 
^western Virginia by General MeClellan. 
At Parkersburg he was placed in command 
of a force comprising the Eighth, Tenth, 
Seventeenth and Nineteen Indiana regi- 
ments and was then ordered to Clarks- 
burg. From there he advanced to Roaring 
Creek, within four miles at the enemy, who 
were intrenched in a forest at the base of 
Rich mountain. 


On the 8th of July, 1861, General McClel- 


lan made an armed recontioissance of the 
enemy's position. In the meantime General 
Rosecrans ascertained the whereabouts of 
a bypath by which the enemy could be die- 
lodged- General Rosecrans was ordered to 
lead the attack, which he did {successfully, 
bnt as the promised supports failed to Ar- 
rive there was material for a controversy. 
General Rosecrans, however, pressed ou 
and completely routed the Confederates 
under command of General Garnat, captur- 
ing the entire oamp and stores besides some 
1,100 prisoners. In the meantime the dis- 
astrous battle of Bull Ran was fought and 
lost, and General McClellan being sum- 
moned to Washington the command in 
western Virginia devolved npofa General 
Rosecrans. 


His next success was at Carnifex Ferry, 


and the Confederate general Floyd evacu- 
ated the place in the night. Rosecrans th«b 
started in pursuit, but Floyd being joined 
by Wise and supplies falling short Roab- 
craas fell back to be- neater the base. Gen- 
eral Lee then took command of the Con- 
federate forces and planned to annihilate 
/losecrans' command, but failed. Floyd, 
who was to co-operate with Leo, was badly 
repulsed, and western Virgiaia was practi- 
cally cleared of Confederate troops. 


Rosecrana went into winter quarters at 


Wheeling in December, 18(51, after having 
cleared the state of the numerous guerrilla 
bands which remained after the troops had 
been driven out. Then he went to Wash- 
ington to present plans for future action to 
McClellan, and while ho was absent most 
of his troops were turned over to General 
Lander, and he always insisted-that it was 
done by General McClellan without his 
knowledge "or consent, though he was then 
consulting with that general.

Then he perfected the pack mule system, 


afterward of so much use, and planned a 
spring campaign which was approved both 
by the secretary of war and General Mc- 
Clellan, but through some political maneu- 
(ering the plan wng not adopted, and Rose- 
eruus'was obliwd to <Uvnt« V 


•ome weeks in finding "General BlenkVi 
command, which, rtwuigeaa it may teem, 
had actually got lostl Another plan for the 
campaign was at once devised by Generals 
Banks and Rosecrans, but it, too, came to 
naught through the neglect of others than 
Hoseorans. 


Xwly in April General Rosecrans took la 


hand General Blenker'» forces, which were 
badly dowwalUed, May 15, his Work ended, 
he reported to Washington, whence he was 
sent to General'Halleck at Corinth, MUs., 
then the center of interest in the west. 
Hall3ck finally placed Rooeorans in com- 
mand of the right wing of the Army at the 
Mississippi, shortly after which the Con- 
federates evacuated Corinth and were at 
once pursued by Rosecrans. No general 
engagement followed, though there were 
several skirmishes. June 18 General Pope 
returned to Virginia, and Ros>"crans was 
placed in command of the Army of the Mis- 
sissippi. 


On tha 8d of October the battle of 


Corinth began. Rosecrans disposed of the 
men under him to the best advantage. On 
the 4th the Confederates were disastrously 
defeated, their loss being 1,423 killed, 8,682 
wounded, 2,348 prisoners, 14 stands of colors, 
artillery, guns, etc. They were pursued 40 
miles in force and 60 with cavalry. The 
pursuit should have been continued, ac- 
cording to Rosecrans, toViokfJwirK, which, 
he says, could then have easily been cap- 
tured. 


General Rosecrans then re-established his 


headquarters at Corinth, where be remained 
till Oct. 26, when, by an order dated two 
days earlier, he was placed in command of 
the Army of the Cumberland 
it is the 


unanimous testimony, of all survivors that 
that army was at its worst in October, 1863, 
and the same might be said of all the Fed- 
eral armies. One item is enough to show 
the condition. The number of deserters 
from the western armies alone was 62,000 at 
the close of that year. Under the presi- 
dent's proclamation most of these returned 
to duty later and proved themselves good 
soldiers. Thay were simply worn out and 
discouraged by the events of the summer 
and fall of 1862. 


It is also the general testimony that the 


arrival of General Rosecrans seemed to* 
send a thrill of fresh energy through his 
command. Advance was soon in order, and 
thfc battle of Murfreesboro (Stone River), 
Deo. 29 and 80, 1883, made the commanding 
general the hero of the nation for the time. 
It is a fa<it demonstrable by the journals of 
that date that until after the capture of 
Vickabnrg "Rosecrans was more the popu- 
lar hero than Grant. 


fatal Chiokumauga. 


The critics are still fighting over Chick- 


amattga. 
It ended General Rosecrans' 


chance for honors in the war. 
Rosecrans 


had won a notable victory and tad a mag- 
nificent army. The entire north looke&for 
even greater things from Kfcn than he had 
already accomplished. From Jan. 4,_18C2, 
to June 28 his army lay at Murficcesboro. 
Roseorans explained that this was because 
of the weakness of his cavalry, the scarcity 
of forage, the nature of the roads, and the 
policy of holding Btagg on his frobt, rather 
than driving him out of .Tennessee only 
that he might unite with Joseph E. John- 
Eton and fall upon Grant, still struggling 
before Vicksbui-g. A great deal of grum- 
bling from Rosecrans because of lack of at- 
tention to his requests for more caValry 
and of fault finding on the part of the war 
departmenfrfOllowed—in fact, "the relations 
between him and his superiors became 
greatly strained, so that his official destruc- 
tion wa» but a question Of time and oppor- 
tunity." On June 23, however, in the face 
of opposition frpm every one of his corps 
and division generals, Roseorans began a 
forward movement against Bragg, and in a 
campaign of nine days drove the enemy 
from two fortified positions and wob for 
the Federals the possession of middle Ten- 
nessee with a total loss of only 560, whala 
he took 1,000 prisoners, six cannon and 
great quantities of stores. The confide&ce 
of tfce people in Rosecrans waa largely re- 
sWreii by tils brilliant campaign, but the 
relations between KJmself and General 
Halleck, commander in chief, and the war 
department were not less stirained. Aug. 5 
Bailees telegraphed a^peifemptOry order to 
Roseorans to move. ROstoans declined to 
do so until he was quite ready. On the 
15th he was ready. His problem now was 
to cross-tie Tennessee and again gain pos- 
session oi Chattanooga. There were two 
ways open to Mm—to fight his way in or 
flank the enemy out. He oixose the latter. 


Aug. 28 Bragg, deceived by a singular 


aotiviDy'aksag a front of 1!JO nttles on the 
part of the Federals,, felt himself forced to 
evacuate Chattanooga, which he did, and 
the Federal "forces effected'"an unreslsted 
entrance. Rofcecrans' forces were, however, 
badly scattered, and ihe problem that now 
faced the tlnion commander was Speedy and 
effective concentration. Bragg had been 
re-enforced by Longgtreqfs veteran troops, 
Buckner had come to his aid fiojn Knox- 
ville, Walker Jiad b&tt sent by Joseph B. 
Johnston, ftric} inifltia-frdm Georgia. With 
these forofts a,t his odmmand Bragg de- 
termkped W^all 4pqn tb,e Federal troops

along the line. In the heat of the battle 
General TthomasT, WOOd', a division com- 
mander, through » misapprehension of his 
orders, broke tne line of .battle and marched 
to tha reap of another division. Longstteet 
perceived the gMrandtthtew Hood and his 
tommand into it. $tLi£ lost the battle on 
the right, the _Federntl-troops broke, and the 
Confederates "advancid alclont! without op- 
position, LKoaecrans.wab himoelfroaught in 
the rut anU was forced to ;hastfcn to Chnt- 
tanooga'to prepare for the ineritaUliB re- 
treat and defcnsp. Garfleld, his ctiief of 
staff, was sent to General Thomoff to iutoiun 
him of-what had happened ondo't'plan» for 
the future. Thomas was eanal to the oc- 
casion and fell back-In good orthw^his cool- 
ness and ability saving tfio routed right 
from annihilation. 
Rbscdrans had com- 


pleted his preparations for defense by the 
time that Thomas' forces reached Chatta 
nooga, and^Braeg's^ictory did not^ao'unt 
for anything buc possession of the rattle- 
ground. Rosecrans lost nearly 11,000 men, 


relieved of his ocsimand M soon as possi- 
ble, but was later put in charge of the de- 
partment of Missouri in place of General 
Sohofleld. Rosecrans was not, however, in 
any better odor with his superiors than be- 
fore, and his occupancy of Missouri was not 
marked by any notable events. Deo. 0,1864, 
be was relieved of his command without 
warning or explanation. In 1866 he was 
mustered out of the volunteer service and

Rosecrans was a man of action in every 


i essential. His executive ability was im- 


mense. His industry was untiring. He 
spared neither himself nor his subordi- 
nates. Staff officers rarely lasted longwith 
him, though they remained as long es na- 
ture would sustain their ambition. He was 
always ready for work in headquarters at 
10 o'clock. 
Being a devoted Catholic he 


| rose early on Sundays and Wednesdays aad 
' attended mass. He did not often retire till 


j 8 o'clock in the morning, frequently not be- 
. fore 4, and sometimes remained at work till 
1 broad daylight. It was not unusual for his 


I aids to fall asleep in their chairs while he 
| was still eagerly continuing his work over 
i his charts, and when he saw their extreme 


j weariness he would look at them compas- 
sionately, and waking them send them to 
bed with an admonition as to their sleep. 


Whenever he found time in the afternoon 


he used to ride out through the camp and 
review and inspect the troops. On such oc- 
casions his great popularity was evinced by 
the rousing cheers with which he was re- 
ceived. His manner at onco engendered a 
genuine cordiality between officer and men. 
The latter became convinced that their com- 
mander took a personal interest in their 
welfare, although he examined their condi- 
tiorj and equipments with the most exact- 
teg scrutiny. 


General Rosecrans was a keen observer, 


and he was noted because of the close at- 
tention he gave to the configuration of any 
section of country through which he might 
be passing and the knowledge of its mili- 
tary characteristics which ho would absorb. 
He paid great attention to details, and 
therein lay perhaps an element of weak- 
ness, for it took up much of Ms time and 
energy. It is claimed by his friends that 
whatever he did himself was well done, and 
that all his failures may be traced to the 
incompetence or lack of energy of suboi> 
donates. His critics rejoin that even if this 
view be correct it argues a fatal delect in 
his makeup—a lack of knowledge of human 
nature. 


How Be Told tne Story. 


Rosecrans did not consult with the mem- 


bers of his staff as freely as some command- 
ing generals, bnt in General Thomas— 
"Pap" Thomas, the boys called him—he 
placed the utmost confidence, and with him 
he consulted often. It was General Thom- 
as to whom his command was turned over 
after ChickamaugA, and Rosecrans at a re- 
union held in Washington same years ago 
told the story of how they met after the or- 
der to turn his command over came. It 
was in Rosecrans' tent at Chattanooga that 
the interview took place. The relieving 
order came at night, and Rosecrans sent for 
Thomas, "He came alone to the tent," 
said Rosecrans. "I handed him the letter. 
He read it, and as he did so his breast began 
to swell, and he turned pale. He did not 
want to accept the command, but we agreed 
upon consideration that he must do BO. I 
told him that I could not bear to meet my 
troops afterward. 'I want to leave,' said I, 
'before the announcement is made, and I 
will start in the early morning.1 I packed 
up that night, and the next morning at 
about 7 o'clock I rode away through the fog 
which then hung ovtte the camp. The best 
of relations prevailed between. General 
Thomas and myself, and as to the state- 
ment that he considered himself toy supe- 
rior and <S&eyed my orders through a sense 
of duty ii»is not so."

Rosecrans was much affected as he made 


this statement to his old companions in 
arms, and his manner carried conviction 
With it.

Mexico, when he/became a regia>,r,t oi San 
Rafael, Cal., where he possessed large land- 
id property. Be Was afterward engaged in 
an unsuccessful attempt- to coustraet a vast 
system of narrow gauge railroads in Mexico. 


In 1680 he was elected to congress from 


California and re-glscted in 188SJ. LU888 
President Cleveland appointed htm register 
of the treasury. In religion General Bose- 
crans was a devout Roman Catholic; in 
politics, an unwavering Democrat. U5, the 
various discussions caused by his military 
career he defended himself with a vehe- 
mence which drew dpOQ him in tuhi the de- 
nunciations .of. the friends of McClelUn, 
Grant-, HaU&ok and Garfleld and led occa- 
sionally to fierce pe^&dhal r&oriminations, 
but when anger had had time to dool the 
couritry dad rail justice to him. Despite 
bitter attack aad e^tally bitter defense all 
.triotlc Americans will hold him in high

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THE AMATEUR ATHLETE 


and Progress of the National 


Association.

The activity now being displayed by 


the Amateur Athletic union is the out- 
come of the pecuniary results of the 
registration of athletes which has been 
In operation for the past year. Up to 
that change the career of the A. A. U. 
had not been the brilliant one antici- 
pated by its originators. It started off 
well, but had the misfortune to begin 
on a falling market and at a time when 


officers of the union made a. special trip 
to meet delegates trom the objecting 
clubs. The result of the conference was 
not at all satisfactory, and the breach 
is getting still wider. What the final 
result will be has yet to be determined. 
If the basket ball men organize as an 
association, then the union will have to 
recognize its right to govern its own 


i sport, just as it has done in the case 
of other sports and very recently in the 
matter of the New York City Military 
League of Athletes. 
The regimental 


athletic organizations became restive 
under certain restrictions of the union 
and organized an association of their 
own, 
which the union at first took no 


notice of. As it soon "became too strong 
to overthrow, the only thing to do was 
to recognize its rights, and this was 
done. 


Not content with taking charge of 


basket ball, the union has lately pro- 
ceeded to assert control over amateur 
billiards, stating that it did so because 
it purposed fostering the game in its 
clubs, but it is not a question of foster- 
ing the game so much as registering 
even the few men who play the game in 
one or two tournaments. Maurice Daly 
has for several years permitted an 
amateur tournament to be held in his 
rooms in New York city, and the start 
was made with his affair, he being ad- 
vised that all would be disqualified who 
did not become registered, and he ob- 
tained a permit for the tournament. It 
must be evident to every one that bil- 
liards is not a game which can come 
under the head of athletics. It is no 
more an athletic exercise than whist, 
chess or any similar pastime. The ex- 
cuse that it is necessary to keep bil- 
liards clean of professionalism is one 
that will not appeal to any one con- 
versant with the game, and the only ob- 
ject would seem to be "the obtaining of 


because the field is too large to cover 
even in the vicinity of New York, but it 
will be enforced in all cases where it la 
considered necessary. 
Doubtless this 


is meant to apply to the clubs Which 
have been the recognized exponents of 
amateur baseball near New York, such 
as the Orange. Elizabeth and others ap- 
proaching that class. These clubs are 
recognized as amateur organizations 
only among the baseball men, for It Is 
well known that In some cases at least 
there is a money consideration for serv- 
ices. 
Against such combinations of 


players the teams of the athletic clubs 
proper have no chance, and the general 
opinion is that one of the main objects 
of the new move is to cripple or bar 
out the clubs which have been so far 
recognized as amateur clubs and get a 
championship for a poorer club. 


An association which was actuated. 


solely by a desire to keep down ele- 
ments of professionalism would see to 
it that its own nest was clean before 
it attempted to clean any others, yet 
we find that the union believes in en- 
couraging the training table and the 
practical keeping of athletes by clubs. 


j Recent investigations of the records of 
certain athletes showed that there was 
no desire to keep down this class of 
professionalism, and all on trial have 
been whitewashed on charges of cer- 
tain offenses, while the athletic "stable" 
business has been fully recognized as 
purely amateur. The very men who vot- 
| ed to permit of this keeping of athletes, 
ijtist as professional pedestrians 
are 


kept in England, privately denounce 
the method, but when it comes to a 
vote dare not offend by so voting. Far 
different has been the recent action of 
the Intercollegiate Athletic association, 
the rules committee of which will pro- 
pose at the ensuing session of the as- 
sociation to do away with the free 
training table of athletes at college by 
compelling each man to pay what he 
would otherwise do if he boarded him- 
self and was not on the' team. Of 
course this would riot cover the whole 
expense of the table, but the difference 
rightly falls upon the club. This" is one 
of the most progressive steps taken in 
amateur athletics for many years' and 
is of a very different character from the 
hunting up of games and pastimes 
which can be put under the registration 
rule. 


Most of the colleges have very strict 


rules regarding baseball players who 
are found on summer resort nines, and 
there is no gainsaying that such men 
are not genuine amateurs, but there is 
not a particle of difference between 
them and the modern athletic "stable" 
of certain athletic clubs, and collegians 
are prone to figure ia these as far as

trie public had become tired of athletics. 
Treasury deficits were the result, and 
the union lost prestige by its inability 
to pay its debts, while it assumed 
to govern almost every namable sport. 
For some years the lopping off process 
has been in operation, and the union 
has given up pretensions to governing 
some of the sports which at one time it 
included in its schedule, but never had 
anything to do . with. Still, it is not 
averse to adding a new sport, but the 
principle is now a different one. A de- 
sire to be something big actuated the 
first managers, and now it is the de- 
sire to /'secure registration fees. This 
money making is not in itself a bad 
idea, as without funds the union can- 
not do any good, and as long as those 
who have to pay are content to do so it 
is not for others to object. 


All who take part in amateur sports 


not governed by somebody specially in- 
trusted with its control must now pay 
tribute to the A. A. TJ., and the ath- 
letes called upon to get their certifi- 
cates last year at a cost of $1 each had 
to renew them this year. No opposition 
could be forthcoming against this initial 
step because all the athletes were mem- 
bers of clubs which belonged to the 
union. 
Only in California was there 


any opposition manifested beyond that 
of the individual reluctant to part with 
his hard earned dollar. 


The next step of the union was a more 


direct assumption of power in the con- 
trol of basket ball, which has this sea- 
son advanced so rapidly in popularity 
with athletes. 
Dr. Gulick of Spring- 


field is an enthusiast regarding the 
game and being a member of the union 
committee was desirous of getting bet- 
ter recognition for it than it enjoyed as 
a Y. M. C. A. sport. The leaders also 
saw possibilities in the control that 
warranted the move being made. The 
result %vas a recent announcement that 
all basket ball players must be regis- 
tered and sanctions obtained for games 
in the usual way. Naturally this has 
met with great opposition, and the list 
of blacklisted clubs and players is al- 
ready a long one and Increasing weekly. 
In Philadelphia the opposition has as- 
sumed such formidable dimensions and 
the clubs there are BO many that the I

The position assumed by the German 


government with regard to certain im- 
portations from America and the de- 
mand of certain papers of that coun- 
try for an edict against the importation 
of American horses have called attention 
to one of the most rapidly developed ex- 
port trades of this country. Ten years 
ago America had no standing as a pro- 
ducer of horses for export. It is true 
that a few stables of thoroughbreds had 
been sent to England, notably the Ten 
Broeck horses about 35 years ago, fol- 
lowed 20 year's ago by the Sanforcl, Lor- 
illard and Keene stables, but these were 
not exports for sale or in any way con- 
nected with making the American horse 
an article of mefchandise. That it must 
be a lucrative business cannot any 
longer be doubted, for no men will con- 
tinue to sustain losses and yet go on 
increasing their investments and busi- 
ness as the horse exporters have been 
doing during the last seven years. Hence 
any resort to such a course of procedure 
as is suggested by the German press 
will undoubtedly be met with strong 
protests on the part of the United 
States government. It is not easy to 
see how the German government can 
positively close the doors against any- 
thing but direct Importations, and,while 
the front door may be effectually barred 
to incoming shipments from 1he United 
States, yet to attempt to ex'clude Amer- 
ican bred horses coming across the 
frontier 
would entail 
protests 
from 


France, Austria, Switzerland and Rus- 
sia, as well as England, should there 
be any restrictions whiclrwould, incon- 
venience 'their dealers. Itjs not easy 
to see TIOW such a decree'dould inter- 
fere with any but direct shipments, and 
as horses are not labeled and branded, 
as are apples or California fruit, the 
hit at American horses seems to be more 
an attack by way of reprisal for alleged 
wrongs in our tariff than against the 
animals themselves.

Even those who have Some idea of 


the value of our horse exports can 
have little conception of the wonder- 
fully rapid growth of the industry. Go- 
ing back to 1890. which is not a very 
long time, it will be found that the total 
exports 
of horses from . the United 


States was 3,501 of the value of $680,- 
410. 
Of that number 1,297, valued at 


$199,722, went only as far as Canada, 
and 1,242, valued at $74,241, went to 
Mexico, so that but 962 horses of the 
value of $406,447 went abroad. Of this 
number Hawaii, singularly enough, led, 
with 316 horses, valued at 552,496. The 
United Kingdom imported 22S of a bet-

The fiist Impetus given to the trade is 


shown to have been Jn 1894, as the ex- 
port jumped to 5,246, value $1,108,995, an 
increase of over 2,000 in number and near- 
ly $100,000. Over half the number went 
to Canada, and as there is no reason to 
assume that Canadian demands in- 
creased so rapidly it is a fair presump- 
tion that a large number of the 2,639 
credited to the Dominion were eventu- 
ally sold at the Glasgow, Liverpool and 
London auction marts as specially se- 
lected Canadian horses. American tur- 
keys are sold at Liverpool as Canadian, 
American hams are stamped with Irish 
trademarks, as was proved at a recent 
trial affecting the army and navy co- 
operative stores in London, and it 
stands to reason that horse dealers will 
cater to English prejudice when it ex- 
ists. However, the 
Britishers 
soon 


found out that American horses suited 
them, and the big jump which estab- 
lished foreign trade took place in 1895. 
In that year the total figures were 13,- 
984 horses, valued at $2,209,298, and of 
that number 6,525 went from New York 
alone and were worth $1,145,508. The 
misleading Canadian export was this 
year touching 5,000 horses, worth a lit- 
tle over $700,000. Most of these undoubt- 
edly left for foreign ports. The direct 
shipme'nts abroad showed most marked 
increases, which can best be shown in 
tabulated form:

On Horseback, 


In the larger cities basket ball on 


horseback promises to be a permanent 
addition to the sports of the riding 
school and clubs. 
Mounted football 


went out of favor because the tackles 
of the players and the wedge nshes 
were injurious to the horses. 
Men 


might injure themselves in the game 
without unduly worrying the riding 
school proprietors, but when it came to 
hurting the horses it was different. 
Basket ball is an easier game en the 
horses, while it brings out all the riding 
skill of the players. 


Basket ball is only rivaled by hockey 


as a winter indoor game, and there is 
every possibility that the horseback 
game will be as popular as the sport 
played on foot. 
The game was first 


suggested to riders by Duncan Coleman, 
a well known New York amateur The 
following is his set of rules, which vir- 
tually governs the game wherever 
played: 


1. The ball shall he put In play In the 
center by bfins; thrown UP by the referee 
so that it will descend dirc-ctly between tne 
center plavers. 
2. The center who first catches or touches 


the hall has possession. 
3. In case the ba 1 falls to the ground the 
center who first touches it has possession 
and will be allowed to mount, when the 
ball will be in play 


4. In all plays the player must have hold 
of his horse. If he does not, it shall be con- 
sidered a foul. 
5. The ball cannot be carried by a player 
more than one-quarter of the ring 


G. The quarters are marked by white 
spots on the side of the ling. 
7. The ball cannot be taken from a player 
bv force. 
It can only he blocked by the 
open band when being thrown or cauqnt. 


S. When the hall falls to the ground dur- 
ing the play, tho first player touching it 
has possession and will be allowed to 
mount. 
9. There rnu^t be no roughness, tackling 
or pulling of any kind to playerrf or horses. 
If done, it constitutes a foul. 
10. When the ball is carried behind the 
goal, it must be thrown into the field trom 
where the player gains possession. 
Failure 
to do this constitutes a foul. 
11. When a foul is made, the ball is Riven 
to the opposite side and d player is allowed 
to go 15 feet from the goal for a, fr^o thiow 
at the basket, and the plavoi who throws 
the ball must not cross the li foot line until 
the bill has entered or missed the basket. 
Violation of this rule is a foul, and if a goal 
is made it shall not be counted, and it 
missed the ball is dead and must be put in 
play in the center again. 
12. AYhen a player is making a free throw, 
he must not be interfered with in any way 
whatever. The plavers must stay six feel 
from the thrower and In a line six feet wide 
from the thrower to the goal nor interfere 
with the ball until U reaches the goal. 
13. There must be no shouting or swear- 


Ing, and all piotests must be made by the 
captain of the team. Play in silence, it pos- 
sible. 
14. A goal made from the field in play 
counts two points. 
15. A goal made from a foul counts one 
point. 


Players may be disqualified for strik- 


ing, 
ki'ckmg, shouldering or any un- 


necessarily rough play, while the foul 
plays are: Players addressing officials; 
touching ball before center player; kick- 
ing or punching the ball; carrying the 
ball more than quarter of the ring, 
holding the ball too long when mount- 
ing or in play; tackling, holding, push- 
ing or striking players or horses; de- 
laying the game in any manner; letting 
go of horse.

The Gear of a .Chainless Wh&sl. 


The gear of any bicycle is eq'jal to the 


number of revolutions of the rear wheel 
divided by the number of revolutions 
made by the crank in the same time, the 
result multiplied by the diameter of 
the wheel in inches, &ays a prominent 
builder. This rule is particularly use- 
ful for chainless machines. To apply it, 
reverse the bicycle, so that it stands on 
its saddle and handle bars. Mark ft 
puint plainly on the rear wheel and n«« 
tice the exact position of the crank* 
Then revolve the crank until it and the 
mark on the rear wheel come around 
at the same time to Just the positions 
in which they both started—as, for in- 
stance, in nine turns of crank and 23 of 
rear wheel. Divide 23 by nine and mul- 
tiply by 28, and the sear is obtained— 
vis, 71 5-9. 


Cyclers' Pocketknife.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE CHURCH 


Columbia theater WM crowded Sunday 


night for the observance of the Irish up- 
rising of 1798. Every Beat was occupied, 
all the standing room was packed with 
people, the stage and wings were crowd- 
ed, and hundreds were turned away. As 
far as attendance and enthusiasm went ii 
was the most successful celebration that 
the city has seen for a long time. On the' 
stage was seated a large number of the 
prominent men of the city of all 
nationalities, and the stage was decorated 
with American and Irish flags. 


Congressman John P. Fitzgerald was 


the attraction, and his address was the 
chief feature of the evening. Be men- 
tioned some of the more prominent of the 
heroes of '98, and then referred to the 
events of the present time. He denounced 
the English offers ot aid as being intended 
to involve theUnited States in the Eastern 
crisis, and was enthusiastically applauded 
when he said, "The United States Is fully 
able to care for her own interests. The 
people will stand by the president, and 
we need assistance from no other nation 
on earth to defend our honor and our 
integrity. 


Ths meeting was opened with se- 


lections by the Schubert orchestra- 
When the curtain was raised, JRev. C. E. 
_ 


Burke was introduced as the chairman of / 
the occasion, and the venerable pastor o^ 
St. Francis' parish made a short address 
of welcome, closing with a stirring poem 
calling on ttfe men present to equal the 
former heroes. Congressman Fitzgerald 
was greeted with great applause which 
continued through the evening,freqnently 
interrupting the eloquent address. 


Mr. Fitzgerald spoke of the remarkable 


enthusiasm which marked the Irish ob- 
servances of the year throughout the 


country. He also spoke of current history 
now making in congress at Washington, 


and gave a vivid picture of the passage of 
the §50,000,000 appropriation bill. 


Beginning with the subject of "Irish 


history relating to the uprising in '98, he 
said in substance: Ireland was happy just 
before the year'98 owing chief y to the 
efforts of Henry Gratton, but in that 
year oppression became more cruel, and 
the Orangemen fanned the flames of 
religions bifcotry till the condition of the 
Irish then was that of the Cubans now, 
starved 
towards 
submission. 
For 


a time the Irish were patient, lu 
the inevitable conflict began, at first un- 
organized "and in a small way, tike the 
fight which Fr. John Burke waged. The 
Irish showed their intense devotion ana 
loyalty, as shown in their regard for Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald, while the English in 
sharp contrast showed the mbst brutal 
and needless inhumanity. 


Such men as Robert Emmet and Daniel 


O'Oonnell are brilliant examples of the 
glorious heroism that was shown during 
the bitter struggle, which presents an 
awful story of confiscation and robbery on 
the part of the English, such as no pre- 
vious history bad produced. 
There are 


many stories of the m6ney it cost Eng- 
land to secure the final vote of union by 
the Irish, but it probably cost about 
|8,000,000 to buy the votes, besides every 
gift of office and power that eould be 
made. 


It is a pleasure to us of this country to 


know that the nobility fnd heroism o^ 
those times are reproduced in leaders of 
the present day. President William Mc- 
Kinley, a descendant of Francis MoKinley, 
who was hanged June 2,1795, for partici- 
pation in the rebellion, told an Irish girl 
who visited him not long ago that he had 
never forgotten his Irish ancestry, and 
that when the cause of Ireland was to be 
heard,his sympathy with its interests could 
be counted on. 


In regard to England's expressions of 


sympathy for the Cubans and for our 
position, England has enough to do if she 
will only repeal the laws that govern 
Ireland, and give her people an oppor- 
tunity to become a nation. The United 
States, if it settles the Cuban question) 
will do it without the help of England, 
and I know whereof I apeak. 


Following this address Bev. J. J. 


Donnelly was called on, and made an 
eloquent speech* in which he urged the 
study of Irish history from the beginning| 
as well as during recent centuries. He 
showed that none of the invasions and 
oppressions to which the Irish had been 
subjected had been able to destroy their 
spirit of heroism and loyalty. 
The 


audience dispersed with the singing of 
>'The Star Spangled Banner." 


After the meeting Congressman Fitz- 


gerald was entertained with a reception 
in the rooms of Div. 4, A. O. H. There 
was singing and refreshments. The com- 
mittee in charge has every reason to be 
proud of the success of the entire affair.

The following from Springfield gives 


the full statement of the change in plac- 
ing church property insurance in the 
Springfield diocese, which local agents 
have been discussing: 


Bishop Thomas D, Beaven of the 


Springfield diocese has recently made a 
change in the placing of insurance on 
church property, by which all the insur- 
ance business of the various parishes in 
the diocese will be placed through the 
agency of C. E. Stickney of this city. It 
has been understood that a decided finan- 
cial gain would accrue to the churches by 
this arrangement, and that the various 
charitable institutions of the churches 
would get the benefit of savings thus 
made. Mr. Sffickney says, however, that 
there will be no cut in the rates of insur- 
ance, the advantages of the new system 
lying in the simplification, which comes 
from having the business in the hands of 
one agent, and the doing away with non- 
concurrent policies and the attendant 
controversies and losses that are liable to 
arise from them. 


All insurance is placed in the bishop's 


name, and all debts are contracted by him 
nominally, and this change will enable 
him to keep a closer supervision of the 
business. The local insurance agents in 
the various towns are somewhat dis- 
turbed by ,theCi.,ohange, aa they will lose 
considerable business by it. 


A matting of farmers was held Friday 


afternoon at the Idlewlld, South Wll- 
liamstbwn, to consider the question of 
forming a co-operative creamery for the 
manufacture of butter. John Dill of 
Fairfleld, Iowa, was present. He is the 
traveling agent of the True Dairy com- 
pany of Syracuse, N. Y., which builds 
creameries in different places and starts 
the business of manufacturing creamery 
batter.

enterprise was explained in detail by Mr.

Mr. Dill has just finished a creamery at 
Buskhk's Bridge, N. Y., and has con- 
tracted to erect one at Hoosick Corners, 
N. Y. A meeting was held at Pownal 
Saturday to consider the question of 
forming a company there. 


The farmers find it difficult to compete 


with the products of the creameries and 
those present at the meeting considered 
the subject worthy of careful investiga- 
tion. H. 0. Savage and 0. D, Phelps were 
appointed a committee to visit Syracuse 
and look over the plant of the True 
Dairy company, and they will also in- 
spect creameries in that vicinity which 
have been built by this company and are 
now in operation. The expenses of the 
committee are borne by the company. 
Messrs Savage and Phelps went Sunday 
night to Albany, where they met Mr. 
Dill and proceeded with him to Syracuse. 
They will return Wednesday and w.ll 


j make their report »' another meeting to 


be held soon.
